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Pronouncing Japanese 


Although the Japanese writing system is rather 
complicated, pronouncing Japanese is easy once 
you know the few basic rules. This book has been 
designed so that as you read the pronunciation of 
the phrases, you can follow the Japanese. This will 
help you to recognize the different sounds and give 
you a feeling for the rhythm of the language. A few 
rules for you to note are below. 


In Japanese the basic unit of speech is the 

syllable, not the letter. Each syllable is pronounced 
approximately the same length and rather flatly. 
Japanese has a pitched accent (high and low) but 
tone doesn't change the meaning, as it does in 
Chinese. It is more important not to stress any one 
part of a word. For example, in English the word 
Paris is pronounced paris and in French paree. 
Japanese gives equal strength to both syllables: pari. 


Japanese has relatively few sounds. Each vowel has 
only one sound. 
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Japanese vowels 


aa, ii, uu, ee, oo approximately double the 
length of other syllables 


15 Basic consonants 


k, s, t, n, h, m, y, r, w, g, z, d, b, p, n/m 


Except n/m, and shi, chi and tsu, a consonant 
takes one vowel to create a syllable as in 
Ki-mo-no traditional Japanese costume 
Ta-na-ka Japanese surname 


These consonants are close to their English 
eguivalents but note the following: 

gis pronounced as in golf, not as in Germany 
y is pronounced as in young, not as in cry 


Since Japanese lacks the consonants I and v, foreign 
loanwords with these letters are pronounced with r 
and b, respectively. Thus, English words 'love' and 
'rub' both become indistinguishable as ra-bu in 
Japanese. 


Japanese also lacks the si sound (as in ‘to sit’): shi 
is used instead, with often embarrassing results! 
Other English sounds that do not exist in Japanese 
are hu (as in ‘hook’: fu is used instead): th (as in 
‘thin’: shi is used instead): and ti (as in ‘tin’: chi is 
used instead). 
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Double consonants, like kk, pp, ss and tt are 
written before a vowel, which indicates a pause 
equivalent to one syllable in length before that 
consonant. The sound before the pause tends to 
become sharper than at other times. 


k Ki(pause)te 


ki, shi, chi, ni ,hi, mi, ri, gi, ji, bi and pi sounds can 
be combined with ya, yu or yo to create combined 

consonants. For example, ki + ya become kya, ki + 
yu become kyu and ki + yo become kyo. Examples 
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of this can be found in the words Tookyoo and 
Kyooto, where it is pronounced as two sounds, 
but said very quickly with the same length of one 
syllable. 


In the case of the chi syllable, a double consonant 
sound is written as tchi as in the example above. 


You should also remember that Japanese does not 
have a silent e at the end of a word such as in the 
English ‘to take’. If ‘take’ is read as the Japanese 
word take (bamboo), it should be pronounced 
tah-keh. Similarly sake (rice wine), is pronounced 
Sah-keh, etc. 


However, the vowel u at the end of a sentence such 
as Mike desu will sound very weak. 


Top ten tips 


1 Always remember to remove your shoes before 
entering someone's home. Before stepping on 
tatami matting, slippers must also be removed. 
Slippers must be changed when going to the 
toilet. Remember not to leave the toilet still 
wearing the toilet slippers, as it would be very 
embarrassing! 


2 Always make sure that you do not have any holes 
in your socks or tights, as you may have to take 
your shoes off unexpectedly. 
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3 Shaking hands is uncommon in Japan; 
the Japanese greet each other by bowing. 
However, foreigners are sometimes greeted 
with a handshake. 


4 Sumimasen is a word with many purposes: 
it can be used to attract someone's attention 
before making a request, or to get past people 
on a crowded train. It can also be used to say 
"sorry". 
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Credit cards are only accepted in the more 
expensive hotels, shops and restaurants. 


If you receive a gift from a Japanese visitor, 
remember to express delight at the wrapping as 
well as the gift itself. If you are invited to a 
Japanese person's house, make sure you take 
gift-wrapped present with you. 


You can only buy cigarettes and alcohol if you 
are over 20 years of age. 


The Japanese tend not to use assertive words 
such as "yes" and "no". Good alternatives are ii 
desu ne for "yes" and chotto for "no". 


Cleanliness is important to the Japanese. Never 
drop or leave rubbish. 


10 It's advisable that you carry proof of identity at 
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all times, so make sure that you always have 
your passport with you.

In Japanese there is no exact equivalent for the 
word 'hello' - different greeting words are used 
based on the time of the day. Similarly, the word 
chotto (whose literal meaning is ‘a bit’) is 
influenced by body language: if said with one's 
head slightly tilted, it means ‘no’.

Bus and coach 


Places such as Kyoto have tourist day passes and 
bus route maps in English, which you can obtain at 
a bus station. Local buses usually board from the 
rear door and if your journey is not covered by a flat 
fee you may need to pick up a numbered ticket. 

A board at the front of the bus displays the fares, 
based on the numbers. You will need to know your 
destination in Japanese characters. Some buses 
board from the front door and require you to pay as 
you enter. Tickets for long/middle distance coach 
trips, as well as airport limousines, are usually sold 
at the coach counter or ticketing machine.

The Japanese metro and train services are clean, 
safe and run on time. You can either purchase a 
prepaid card or an ordinary ticket from the ticketing 
machine. Silver seats are for the elderly or people 
with difficulties. Mobile phones need to be on silent 
and you must not talk in the carriage. In major cities, 
the rush hour (between 7 and g am and 5 and 8 pm) 
crush can be really bad. Some trains have women- 
only carriages. The Japanese metro system is very 
similar to the one in London. The first thing you 
must do is obtain a metro map which indicates all 
the lines and stops.

The basic fee is based on the vehicle size. It can be 
rather expensive but there is no need to tip. There 
are taxi stands at stations and major hotels but taxis 
can also be hailed from the roadside. You can identify 
whether a taxi is available by the sign 2255 (kuusha) 
displayed in the front windscreen. All the doors are 
automatically operated by the driver. A receipt can 
be requested if necessary.

All types of eating places and food can be found in 
Japan. Except for in hotel restaurants and up-market 
traditional Japanese restaurants which usually have 
set dining tirnes, you can have your meal at any 
time throughout the day. American style fast food is 
popular and there are family restaurants that cater 
for this. There are also many specialized restaurants 
where only one type of food is served, for example, 
(Japanese noodle shop), 
(Chinese noodle shop), (Sushi restaurant), 
(pork cutlet restaurant) and even 
(BBQ eel restaurant). Visit 
for a guide to eating out in Japan. 


Most coffee shops and restaurants will automatically 


bring you a glass of tap water (which is safe to drink) 
and ,asmall hand towel to wipe your hands. 
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In traditional Japanese restaurants you will find low 
tables and (often) tatami matting which is a 
traditional Japanese mat made of straw. These 
restaurants require you to remove your shoes, so 
make sure your socks are respectable. Many eating 
places in Japan have plates of plastic food on display 
to show customers what they offer. 


Service charge/Tax and tip 

A consumer tax of 5% and a service charge of 10% 
are generally included in the bill and tipping is not 
customary. 


The word for the bill is (O)kanjoo. You can ask for 
the bill by saying ''O)kanjoo onegai shimasu'. 


Coffee shops ZIE (kissaten) 

Coffee shops serve non-alcoholic drinks and many of 
them also serve foods such as salads, sandwiches, 
pasta dishes and rice dishes. It is fun to find a good 
morning service which includes a small 
complementary breakfast when you order a coffee 
or tea. Ask for mooningu setto. If you would like to 
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order tea with milk, be sure to specify miruku tii, as 
otherwise you will probably be served a lemon tea. 


Noodle shops BEE (soba ya/ 5 & AB (udon-ya) 


S—XVBE (raamen-ya) 


Noodles are Japanese fast food. There are three 
popular types of noodles in Japan. These are soba, 
udon and raamen. Soba (buckwheat noodles) and 
udon (white flour noodles) are both traditional 
Japanese noodles. You can choose different toppings 
such as chicken or tempura. Raamen originated 
from China but has gained huge popularity amongst 
all generations in Japan. It comes in hot soup or is 
served cold without soup, in summer. 


There are a number of different sushi types but the 
most popular are nigiri-zushi, (a rice ball shaped in 
the palm of the hand with raw fish on top), and 
temaki-zushi, (rice and raw fish often wrapped in 
a cone shape with a seaweed sheet wrapper). Toro, 
a special part of tuna, is also very popular. Although 
generally sushi is expensive, you can find good 
deals at lunch time or at very cheap and decent 
quality ‘rotating’ (kaiten) sushi shops where you can 
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see the sushi and pick what you fancy. One plate 
usually costs only 100 yen. 


Tempurashops KÆRE (tempura-ya) 
Tempura is a deep fried dish of vegetables and 
seafood in light batter. It was originally introduced 
by the Portuguese. Some shops prepare tempura 
in front of you and serve it in a very elegant manner. 


Pubs F538 (izaka-ya) 

Izaka-ya are very good places to try out a range of 
Japanese food and drink. They serve cheap but very 
tasty food in small portions similar to Spanish tapas, 
and usually have a large selection to choose from. 
Amongst these, Yakitori (BBQ chicken), Agedashi- 
dofu (deep-fried bean curd) and Sashimi (sliced 
raw fish) are all worth trying. 


Family restaurants

There are many chain family restaurants where you 
can have different types of food. They are often 
located on major roads. 
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Vending machines BJ&hRgzsfit (idoo-hanbaiki) 
Vending machines contain all kinds of hot and cold 
drinks as well as snacks. Notes can be used in the 
machines. 


Convenience stores 227 € (konbini) 


If you need a late-night snack or don't want to go 
to a restaurant, a convenience store is a good place 
to stock up on snacks. Sandwiches, salads, pot 
noodles, etc. are all available to buy, as well as rice 
balls, which have various fillings and can become 
addictive.

There are different levels 
of politeness in Japanese but polite forms, suitable 
for travellers to use without being rude, have been 
used throughout this book, including the dictionary 
section. 


Grammar 


Although writing is rather complicated, Japanese 
grammar is simple compared to that of most 
European languages. For example, there is no 
gender; there are no plural forms; and verbs only 
have past and non-past (present) forms. 
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Sentence structure 


The basic Japanese sentence has a topic and 

a comment section. The topic (which is indicated 

by a topic marker ‘wa’) usually comes at the 
beginning of the sentence, but if the topic is 
understood among the speakers, it is often omitted. 


(Watashi wa) Yamashita desu. (I) am Yamashita.

Verb forms 1 


The verbs can be divided into two groups. 


The first group is verbs ending in ʻe’, such as 
tabe-masu (eat) and age-masu (give). This group 
also includes the verbs with one syllable (see 
pronunciation section) before masu such as 
mi-masu (watch), ki-masu (come/put on). A few 
exceptional verbs belonging to this group include; 
oki-masu (get up) and ori-masu (get off). 


The second group is verbs ending in 'i', such as 
nomi-masu (drink) and kai-masu (buy). 


In order to make a request or ask permission, you 
need to know how to make the so called te-form of 


the verbs. For the verbs in the first group, you can 
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simply replace ‘masu’ with ‘te’ tabe-te, age-te, 
mi-te and ki-te. However, for the second group, you 
have to pay attention to which syllable comes 
before ‘masu’.

Most shops and offices are closed on the first three 
days in January. Department stores are very busy 
with people buying presents at the end of the year 
and mid-summer. Although Obon (13-16 August), 
which is similar to Christmas, is not a National 
holiday, many people take holidays and go back to 
their hometown so the roads and public transport 
become extremely busy. 


Similarly, during the so called Golden week holiday 
(end of April to the beginning of May) it is extremely 
busy with Japanese people travelling. Make sure you 
have reservations in advance if you are planning to 
travel during these periods.
